COMBINATION FEVER. 


Its Return Due to the Dullness of 
the Paper Market. 


Old Schemes Being Revived—Talk Again of a Consolida- 
tion of Book Paper Mills—The Colonial Paper Com- 
pany—tThe Board and Board-Box Consolidations 
—Those Who Are Interested in Them. 


The beginning of the midsummer dullness in the paper 
industry is, no doubt, largely responsible for the revival of 
the combination fever that raged previous to the boom of 
1899. It should be added at the outset, however, that the 
very unsatisfactory condition of the market from the man- 
ufacturers’ has engendered the combination 
disease, the germs of which have been sleeping while the 
wheels were running full time. For the past fifteen months 
there has been a gradual decline in quotations on nearly 
of paper. This decline, speaking generally, has 
now as the limit was reached some time ago. 
3ut the effect of the sharp competition is manifest in the 
willingness of manufacturers to listen to projects for the 
consolidation of kindred mills.

The very latest rumor along the lines indicated above 
is to the effect that the long-talked of combination of the 
book paper mills was again receiving serious attention. 
In a number of very reliable quarters the rumor referred 
to was this week pronounced as being without founda- 
tion in fact. It was admitted, however, that the scheme 
was not dead and that it would not be surprising if ten- 
again made to form a book combine 
This statement was made by a gentleman 
in touch with the project. As a basis for it he said that 
recent events had somewhat cleared the way for the prime 
movers of the scheme. The most important one of the 
favorable events cannot be given in detail. Still to satisfy 
curiosity it can said in a general way 
that one of the chief stumbling blocks to the book proj- 
ect heretofore has been the insistence on the part of the 
company that they must receive 
all cash for their plant and at their own valuation. The 
sum asked for was just large enough when earning 5 
cent. per annum that the interest would equal the 
of the company. other words, the 
company’s officials said to the promoters substantially 
that they would sell out provided they got enough to 
invest elsewhere and could continue to enjoy the same 
income as they then obtained from their paper mill. They 
fixed upon 5 per cent. as the highest interest which the 
money asked for could earn safely. As a sequel to this 
story it taken for granted that the company re- 
ferred to could be brought into a book combine on the 
regulas basis of part cash and part stock. On this sup- 
position the chances of getting the mills together are 
greatly improved. ‘ 

The other events referred to are the evident overpro- 
duction, and the extremely low prices of book papers. On 
the last two evils one manufacturer said a short time ago:

way among the consumers. This spectre has also helped 
the promoters of a book combination. 

A few men in the trade think they see in other direc- 
tions evidence that an era of combinations is again upon 
us. The recent incorporation of the Colonial Paper Com- 
pany, by which the rope paper manufacturers are to 
be restrained and guided for their own advantage, is one 
of “the signs of the times” cited by way of illustration. 
Then the unfruitful meeting of the fibre paper manufac- 
turers a few weeks ago was given as another pointer. 
Ruinously low prices forced these men to meet, as they 
are all anxious to stop the price cutting. Such meetings 
are public acknowledgments that the particular lines of 
trade affected are in a bad way. They are generally the 
forerunners of a future agreement or combine of some sort. 
The projected board and box board combines were also 
brought to mind by the gentleman referred to as proof 
positive that “combine” is the order of the day. The 
former of these, as is well known, is being engineered by 
Dean & Shibley, of New York; the latter by Arthur Stem, 
a young Cincinnati attorney, who happens to be the son-in- 
law of Murat Halstead. The North American Company, 
of 30 Broad street, has consented to act as fiscal agent. 
Mr. Stem’s scheme, which involves the taking in of board 
mills and paper box factories. 

By way of a final word on the revival of the combina- 
tion fever, it is a very notorious fact that the board busi- 
ness, particularly the straw board branch of it, is suffer- 
ing. Quotations are so low that there is no money in 
straw board to-day. Hence the attendance of the promi- 
nent board men at the recent meetings called by the pro- 
moters. 


The Taylor Brothers Failure. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 


Toronto, Ont., June 24, 1901.—The liabilities of Taylor 
Brothers, proprietors of the Don Valley Paper Mills and 
the Don Valley Pressed Brick Works, are placed in the 
neighborhood of $750,000, and a settlement or reorganiza- 
tion under the present management is said to be out of 
the question. While no statement has as yet been pre- 
pared, it is understood that there will be a pretty heavy 
deficit. 

The assignee has assumed charge of the estate, and the 
business will be carried on as usual until after the meeting 
of creditors at least. 

Many of the heaviest creditors are secured. The daugh- 
ters of the late George Taylor have a mortgage on the 
estate for $120,000, their interests being looked after by 
J. A. Worrell, K. C. The Quebec Bank is also heavily 
interested, while Robert Davies, brother-in-law of the Tay- 
lors, has a secured claim for about $120,000. There are a 
number of other heavy mortgages long past due, which, to- 
gether with wages due the men, open accounts, and other 
incidental claims, bring the liabilities up to $750,000. 

The present firm was established by the late George 
Taylor about fifty years ago, and is now composed of his 
three sons, John F. Taylor, William T. Taylor and George 
A. Taylor. They had large land holdings in the Don 
Valley. John F. Taylor has been in failing health for 
several years, and of late has been confined to his house 
through illness. 

While various reasons have been advanced for the fail- 
ure, the true cause of the firm’s reverses can be traced 
probably to the changing conditions of trade and intro- 
duction of new methods with which they did not keep 
pace. The brick works, it is said, have always yielded a 
handsome profit, but this has not been true of the paper 
mills. Some time ago one of the mills was destroyed by 
fire, the loss being estimated at about $20,000.

Dalton Mills Announce Adherence 
to “Paper City” Schedule. 


The Manufacturers Decided on This Move Without Any 
Request from Their Employees, and the Latter Are 
Correspondingly Delighted—Post-strike 
Matters at Holoke, 


Western Massachusetts Office, 
‘Tue Paper Trave JourNat, 
Horyoke, Mass., June 25, 


Announcements were made at the mills of Z. & W. M. 
Crane, Crane & Co., the Old Berkshire Mills and the 
Byron Weston Paper Company, at Dalton, on Saturday 
afternoon last, that beginning July 8, 1901, the time 
schedule as adopted by the mills in this city to take effect 
that day would be adopted. This action places the Dalton 
mills upon the same footing as the Holyoke mills as re- 
gardstime. There is to be no change in the wage schedule 
of the Dalton mills, the same wages being paid in the 
future as have been paid in the past. The manufacturers 
in this town are believed to be the first outside of Holyoke 
to adopt the schedule, and it was entirely unsolicited and 
a surprise to the employees, who had made no requests 
leading to the reduction of hours. The mill men of Dal- 
ton had discussed the matter somewhat before the strike 
in this city was settled, and it was practically decided that 
the Dalton mills would go on the same schedule as the 
Holyoke mills, and when the settlement was arrived at in 
this city it was satisfactory to the Dalton manufacturers. 
The employees of the Crane and Weston mills are quite 
happy over the announcement, 
appreciation of the favor. 

To all outward appearances the strike in this city has 
been settled, and the men have nearly all returned to work, 
there being not more than perhaps half a dozen men all 
told who have not been at work to-day. There have been 
rumors of gréevances that the unions have against some 
of the mills, but they cannot be obtained, and no specific 
statement is made. The grievance committee of the Eagle 
Lodge of Paper Makers was made a committee at a meet- 
ing held yesterday to investigate and to meet 
the manufacturers relative to them, where real cases are 
found to exist. All of the run steadily last 
week, and as fast as the work demanded the old men were 
taken back.

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MILLS HAVE ORDERS. 


As a Rule, Manufacturers Have Product Covered for a 
Month Ahead, and Some Are Even 
Better Situated. 


In the New York market this week there has been a fair 
amount of business in the shape of small; orders, particu- 
larly with the manila jobbing houses. The total volume of 
trade for the month is expected to make a satisfactory 
showing, so many of the dealers report. Just now, of 
course, it is more quiet than it has been; still complaint is 
not heard, as July 1 marks the beginning of the dull sea- 
son, according to the calendar of the paper trade. A num- 
ber of the houses have already begun to take account of 
stock. This the dealers have found they can do without 
a great deal of annoyance, as demand has sagged off per- 
ceptibly since the hot weather began Orders from the 
jobbing trade will, consequently, not be numerous for the 
next week or two. Meantime the smaller mills will prob- 
ably feel the temporary lull in trade. Book papers and 
writings, especially in the cheaper grades, are reported in 
light demand, with the mills by no means rushed with 
orders. On the better grades the story goes that the mills 
making them have orders for July at least, but that some 
of them are uneasy about their order book for August. 
Prices on practically all grades of paper, except the A 
No. 1 grades, are very low and weak. News paper is also 
included in this statement, according to the statements of 
some men in that line. The lowest quotation out is 2.10 
cents delivered for large quantities in rolls. Lest it should 
be inferred that the market is absolutely dull, it should be 
said in explanation that a number of very large contracts 
for paper for special purposes are now being closed. The 
nature of these cannot be disclosed without violating con- 
fidence. One order which was placed, however, indicates 
the class of business that is being done. It was for 900 
tons of news paper for catalogues to be sent out by one 
firm. Orders of this and similar kinds are looked for to 
keep the mills running for the next two months. 





Connecticut Valley Trade Active.

Trade in the Connecticut Valley has been active the past 
week, and the mills have been busy in shipping the orders 
received during the strike. There has been a large amount 
of paper shipped during the past week, and it is stated 
that the mills have very nearly caught up with their or- 
ders for papers they carry in stock. Orders for special 
lets of papers will be delayed, but the manufacturers hope 
to be able to take care of all business in the future. It 
will take some little time before business will be running 
along the usual smooth course again, as two weeks’ loss 
of manufacturing will delay matters somewhat all along 
the line. The mill men say that the summer trade will 
likely be somewhat improved by the shutdown of two 
weeks, and the annual shutdown of the mills which will 
take place the fore part of August. 

There has been no change in prices, and the jobbers can 
watch the markets with interest, as an advance is predicted 
when the mills fall into line with the Holyoke schedule of 
time and wages, but just when it will come is now a mat- 
ter of speculation. Ferry.

Boston Conditions.

Business conditions, as reported by local jobbers, have 
undergone no change during the past week.

A city 
jobber commenting on the results of the Holyoke strike 
said that market conditions were such that the curtailment 
of production had but little effect, unless possibly to pre- 
vent a further decline in prices on the grades there manu- 
factured.

Chemical Pulp Market Showing Some Life—Paper Con- 
tinues Dull—Imports and Exports—Death 
of William Umpherston.

Lonpon, June 13, 1901.—Nothing has happened to liven 
up the paper market, and complaints as to dull business 
continue to be heard in all directions. Some consolation 
is being extracted out of the fact that the imports of for- 
eign unprinted paper during the first five months of this 
year were not as large as they were during the corre- 
sponding period last year, and that the exports in the 
same period have grown larger. 

The market for pulp is better, so far as the inquiry for 
chemical is concerned, but mechanical continues dull. 
Sulphite, bleached, is quoted at £12, and unbleached, first 
quality, at £9 5s. to £9 10s. Mechanical is £5 5s. to £5 Ios. 
for dry and £2 7s. 6d. to £2 10s. for 50 per cent. moist.

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EX-GOVERNOR CHENEY’S FUNERAL. 


Services at First Unitarian Church—Address by President 
Tucker, of Dartmouth—Action of 
Boston Trade. 





MANCHESTER, N. H., June 24, 1901.—Simple, quiet and 
without ostentation were the funeral services of ex-Gov- 
ernor Person C. Cheney, held last Friday afternoon at 
1:30 o’clock in the First Unitarian Church, of which he 
was formerly a member. 

It was the wish of the family that there be no funeral 
sermon, and it was omitted, except for a very brief ad- 
dress made by President W. J. Tucker, of Dartmouth 
College, who assisted the Rev. C. J. Staples, pastor of the 
church, in the service. 

The platform was banked with a great variety of floral 
gifts from individuals and organizations, and on either 
side were the State colors and the national colors. Just 
back of the pulpit was the banner of the Legion of Honor, 
a number of the members being present. There were pres- 
ent also a majority of the city government, many mem- 
bers of past city governments, State officials, well-known 
business men from all over New England and others. 
Louis Bell Post, G. A. R., also was in attendance. > 

A few minutes after the hour set for the service, Presi- 
dent Tucker and Mr. Staples appeared on the platform. 
After all had been seated and the doors of the church 
closed, Mr. Staples began the service by reading from 
the Scripture. Then followed a brief address by Presi- 
dent Tucker. 

President Tucker said that he had come to speak of Mr. 
Cheney as a personal friend. He said that he had long 
known him and, in common with every other person who 
knew him, he had loved him and trusted him. He spoke 
of the many noble qualities of Mr. Cheney, his generosity, 
his affectionate disposition and his absolute integrity. He 
alluded to his life’s work, which had always been for 
humanity, always something for the good of his friends 
and his State and his country, whether as a public man 
or in private life. In closing President Tucker spoke a 
few words of comfort and hope to the living, and referred 
to the blessed assurance of immortality, made more sure 
by every life lived as Mr. Cheney had lived his. 

When President Tucker had finished, prayer was offered 
by Mr. Staples and the service was over, barely halt an 
hour having been occupied. 

The honorary bearers were: Ex-Governor John B. 
Smith, ex-Governor Hiram A. Tuttle, Warren F. Daniels, 
A. W. Sulloway, Henry M. Putney, ex-Governor Franklin 
W. Rollins, Col. Thomas Linehan, Charles Richardson, 
T. Jefferson Coolidge, Charles D. McDuffie, Herbert 
Wilder, ex-Governor Charles H. Sawyer, George Byron 
Chandler and ex-Governor David H. Goodell. 

The pall bearers were Herman F. Straw, N. J. W. Fish, 
Walter C. Fish, Dr. L. Melville French, Arthur E. Clarke 
and M. D. Sawyer. 

Besides the immediate family there were present a 
large number of prominent people, including the members 
of the Massachusetts Commandery, Loyal Legion. 

Burial was in Pine Grove Cemetery. 





Action of the Boston Trade. 


At a meeting of the executive committee of the Boston 
Paper Trade Association last Thursday the following 
named members were appointed to attend the funeral of 
the Hon. P. H. Cheney at Manchester; H. A. Wilder, S. 
P. Train, J. R. Carter and F. P. Carpenter, and the fol- 
lowing resolutions were adopted: 

“Whereas, In the death of the Hon. Person C. Cheney 
the paper industry has lost one of its most distinguished 
and prominent members, whose public spirit and sterling 
qualities have won the respect and high esteem of all with 
whom he was so many years associated, 

“Resolved, That the Boston Paper Trade Association re- 
gard his death as a great loss and the memory of his hon- 
orable career and life will always be cherished. 

“Resolved, That the secretary be directed to send a 
copy of these resolutions to his bereaved family, with as- 
surances of deep sympathy.” 





“Soo” Pulp Mill Not Down. 


MontTrEAL, Canada, June 24, 1901.—‘The most recent 
development of Sault Ste. Marie is the report sent out that 
our pulp mill was shut down,” said Mr. Clergue. “This 
is so recent that it was news to me. Some very foolish 
and badly informed correspondent sent it out. Of course 
we have occasionally to shut down to make repairs, and 
we were down for a day or two while our canal was being 
put in good order. But that was only for a day or two. 
We are now running the pulp mill to its capacity, and 
find no trouble in disposing of all the pulp we can turn out. 
We are sending it to England, France and Germany and 
Japan. There is no danger of the mill being closed. 

“We do not contemplate erecting a steel plant on the 
American side. We are only developing power there. A 


canal is being dug which when completed will realize 
50,000 horse power. How will this be disposed of? Well, 
20,000 has been leased to the American Carbide Company, 
of Chicago, and 15,000 horse power to the American Al- 
kali Company, a firm which manufactures bleaching pow- 
der and caustic soda. This firm now has a branch on the 
Canadian. side, and its product has the reputation of being 
the finest manufactured in the world. 

“On the Canadian side we have developed 20,000 horse 
power, and are developing 40,000 more, so we will shortly 
be producing 60,000 horse power, or 10,000 more than is 
being produced on the American side.” 

Mr. Clergue said he anticipated no trouble in disposing 
of the whole power, as that was what the world was now 
looking for. 

“Where did the capital come from that has gone into 
the Sault development?” 

“Well, most, almost all of it, has been put in by Phila- 
delphians.” 

“T heard that denied as impossible by some New York- 
ers, who said no Philadelphian would invest in anything 
but United States Government bonds.” 

“Well, they are pretty conservative, and I have never 
heard of a Philadelphian investing in a poor property. 
For that reason we are greatly pleased with the source of 
our capital. The wealthy men of Philadelphia will not 
invest in anything but a good proposition. The Sault 
has been developed with Philadelphia money, however, 
which speaks well for the Sault.” 


Hard Fought Damage Suit. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

WaterTOWN, N. Y., June 24, 1901.—In the Appellate 
Division at Rochester a few days ago a decision was ren- 
dered in the appeal of Laura H. Meeker as administratrix 
against the C. R. Remington & Son Paper Company, af- 
firming the judgment of the lower court, with costs to 
the plaintiff and respondent. 

This case has been long and bitterly fought, having 
been tried twice in the Supreme Court, the appeal in the 
first case having been successful. The decision just 
handed down, in which all the judges concur, will put an 
end to further appeals. 

This action was brought by Laura H. Meeker, as ad- 
ministratrix, to recover for the death of her husband, 
William H. Meeker, who received injuries on December 
8, 1898, which resulted in his death, while emptoyed in 
the mill of the defendant at Glen Park. Meeker was em- 
ployed as timekeeper for the defendant, and on the 
morning of the accident his duties carried him into that 
portion of the mill in which a new steam system was 
being installed. The steam pipes had all been placed in 
position and the system was about ready for the admis- 
sion of steam. The contention of the plaintiff was that 
the defendant was negligent in not furnishing a proper 
drip for the system to take care of the condensation. It 
appears that water was standing in the pipes on the morn- 
ing in question, and about the time Meeker came into the 
room the steam was turned on. What is known as a 
water hammer set up to such an extent as to burst a tee. 
Steam shot out and enveloped Meeker, burning him to 
such an extent that his death occurred the next morning. 
Upon the first trial, which was had before Justice Scrip- 
ture in October, 1899, the jury rendered a verdict of 
$5,535 in favor of the plaintiff and the court gave an extra 
allowance of costs amounting to about $150. An appeal 
was taken upon the evidence and judgment reversed and 
a new trial ordered. The second trial came up before 
Justice Andrews in October, 1900. Much expert testi- 
mony was given in the trial in relation to steam and its 
properties and the precise nature of a water hammer. The 
jury in this case gave the plaintiff a verdict in the sum of 
$5,650 and costs. A second appeal was taken upon the 
judge’s charge and from the order denying motion for 
new trial. The decision just handed down affirms the 
judgment and order appealed from, but reverses so much 
of the order as grants an additional allowance of costs 
That is to say, that costs taxed in the last trial will be re- 
duced, the amount of the extra allowance given on the 
first trial, or about the sum of $150. The amount recov- 
ered will be something over $6,000. F. M. 


Paper Mills Developing Wisconsin.

APPLETON, Wis., June 24, 1901.—Since the line of paper 
mills down the Wisconsin River below Stevens Point was 
built a few years ago, the country, which used to be little 
more than a wilderness, has been developing with great 
rapidity. Just now plans are being made for an electric 
trolley line along the river from Nekoosa to Tomahawk, 
taking in Grand Rapids, Stevens Point, Wausau and Mer- 
rill. It is stated also that this is only a part of a larger 
scheme, which includes the acquirement of electric plants 
along the way fed by the power of the river at various 
points. The company is said to be organized, but not yet 


incorporated, and franchises are being applied for from .-

The Orr Paper Company Incorporated. 


The business of Orrs & Co., manufacturers of news, 
hangings and tissues, with mills at Troy, N. Y., and main 
office in the Times Building, New York city, was incor- 
porated last week at Albany, N. Y., under the name of 
the Orr Paper Company. The capital stock is $500,000. 
The history of the company has been one of progress.

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WATER FILTRATION. 


A Lecture by Ernst Behrend, of the Hammermill Paper 
Company, Before the Board of Trade 
of Erie, Pa 


Erie, Pa., June 24, 1901.—Last Thursday evening Ernst 
Behrend, of the Hammermill Paper Company, Erie, Pa.. 
lectured before the Board of Trade of that place, his dis- 
course being on the filtration of water. Among other 
things, he said: 

The leading paper trade journal of this country has as 
its motto: “The consumption of paper is the measure of a 
people’s culture.” While I, from my selfish standpoint as 
a paper maker, heartily indorse this statement, I wish to 
modify it in this case and say: “The consumption of water 
is the measure for people’s culture.” 

Statistics tell us that the American people show the 
greatest consumption of water per head, so we can flatter 
ourselves that among all nations we have ascended the 
highest step of culture, at least as far as the quantity of 
water consumed by us is concerned. 

‘Our worthy president told us, the other Wednesday, 
how. good the people of Erie were. The fact that they 
belong to the greatest water consuming nation shows it 
again, and they are evidently not like an old German 
diplomat, who made the statement that he had never had 
a drop of water in his mouth. When told by 2n opponent 
that he must certainly use some water for brushing his 
teeth he calmly answered: “For that purpose I use a light 
Rhine wine.” This gentleman, and everyone of us here 
who likes Rhine wine would not touch it if it did not look 
clear; we are, however, I am sorry to say, not as particu- 
lar when it comes to drinking water, and there we should 
be especially careful. 

Nature presents us only in comparatively few cases 
with perfectly clear water, free from impurities, but where 
we have clear spring water we have the genuine article and 
What, now, makes 
It has been 


we consider ourselves very fortunate. 
such water so clear, cool and wholesome? 
subjected to a filtering process by nature herself and has 
passed large areas of sand beds, depositing in its course 
all suspended matter on this sand. 

To remove right here some misunderstanding, I wish 
to state that I am talking to-night about sand filtration 


only.. There may. be different kinds of sand used; from 
the seashore; from wells, natural banks or a material gen- 
erally called “ground quartz.” As to the methods em- 
ployed for filtering large quantities of water, we have to 
distinguish between the old so-called “English” system 
and the “American” or “mechanical” system. 

As the water is turned on to the filter beds the silt and 
organic matter contained in the water are held back in the 
sand and gradually a thin, sensitive, organic slime is 
formed on the surface of the sand, which acts as an addi- 
tional but much finer filtering material, and in this slime 
is held back such small particles in suspension in the 
water as microscopic organisms. The clean water flows 
off through the drain tiles in the bottom. 

The English system of sand filtration consists of prepar- 
ing on large areas of land concrete foundations on which 
are placed tile drains, on these broken stone, then layers 
of coarse gravel, and on top of all, about 3 feet of fine 
filter sand. Each acre of land thus prepared is capable 
of filtering 2,000,000 gallons of water per day. The objec- 
tions which can be raised toward the English system are: 
First, the great expense in installation, it varying from 
$40,000 to $70,000 per acre. 

Outside of the cost there are other disadvantages to this 
system. It is necessary from time to time to clean off the 
fine layer of slime on top of the filter bed, in order to 
keep up the filtering capacity of the filter. For that pur- 
pose the filter bed must be put out of service, dried and 
the top layer scraped off by hand. With the high wages 
existing in this country, and which are four times as high 
as in Europe, this is a very expensive operation, besides 
being very slow. It is also necessary to cover these large 
filter beds so that the operation of cleaning them will not 
have to be stopped during a rain or snow storm, and also 
to prevent these shallow and quiet ponds from freezing. 
The covering is done in various ways; in the best con- 
struction by brick or concrete arches covered with earth. 

Paper is not as patient as a human stomach if you give 
it dirty water, and paper dealers and printers, I am sorry 
to say, are still less patient if they receive dirty paper, 
but manufacturers do not have the room to build large 
filters according to the English system, nor can they afford 
to invest so much money in filters. It was, therefore, that 
a paper maker, Mr. Warren, perfected the first successful 
mechanical filter still called “The Warren Filter.” In- 
stead of the organic slime, which, after several days’ use, 


forms itself upon the sand bed of the English filter, we 
form an organic coating on top of the American filter at 
the moment when we start to filter. This is done by the 
use of a coagulant, generally alum. 

All water contains more or less carbonate of lime; and 
if we put alum into such water, we will, after a short time, 
notice a gelatinous precipitate forming, which for a while 
floats, but then slowly sinks to the bottom. It has been 
found that such precipitate takes with it all fine suspended 
matter; surrounds most of the bacteria and takes them 
either to the bottom of the so-called settling tank or makes 
lumps of the finest particles, so that they can be easily 
retained on the filter bed of the American filter. 

It is the same action as clearing turbid coffee with the 
white of an egg, a process which all good housekeepers 
know. They also know that by doing so they never 
leave any egg in the coffee; still many people think that 
adding alum to the water makes the water less wholesome 
for drinking purposes. Such is not the case, however, 
as, in the first place, none of the alum ever goes with the 
filtered water, it being settled in the settling tanks before 
it ever reaches the filters, and the rest being retained on 
top of the filter bed, making there the inorganic layer 
which we need for retaining the finest particles suspended 
in the water, which otherwise would slip through the 
spaces between the quartz. But, even if all the alum 
were swallowed proportionately by the water drinkers, it 
wotld be perfectly harmless. 

The adding of the alum to the raw water is done auto- 
matically and mechanically by the so-called Egyptian pump. 
The little pump is driven by a turbine built inside of the 
outlet of the main pump discharge and goes faster when 
the quantity of water being pumped is increasing, slowing 
down proportionately at a decrease. This, consequently, 
will make the Egyptian pump send more or less alum into 
the raw water. The quantity can furthermore arbitrarily 
be changed by the operator of the filter system, a stronger 
or weaker alum solution or by closing some of the ends 
of the curved arms with a rubber stopper. After the nec- 
essary proportional quantity of alum has thus been de- 
termined, the little pump takes care of the rest automatic- 
ally. It has been found that the coagulating action takes 
place more rapidly if then water is kept in a rotary mo- 
tion than if kept perfectly quiet. 

Mr. Behrend was tendered a hearty vote of thanks at 
the conclusion of his lecture.

The campaigners left on the Horatio Hall, of the Maine 
Steamship Company, on Thursday afternoon, the weather 
being all that could be desired. On Friday morning, after 
breakfast, the “briny ocean” having then been reached, 
some of the party showed great anxiety as to the denizens 
of the deep, and in order that they might not be neglected 
Messrs. Heath and Fox “stood watch” for the rest of the 
day until the end of the voyage, while on the return trip 
W. A. Underhill took up their duties alone. When Port- 
land was reached, W. E. Pratt, the vice-president of the 
company, joined the party, and the journey was made to 


Waterville, where headquarters were established at the 
Elmwood Hotél. . 

On Saturday morning carriages were taken and-the in- 
spection of the mills and property at Winslow, just across 
the river from Waterville, was begun, the various points 
of interest being indicated, and the various processes ex- 
plained by S. E. Boston, the manager, and William 
Stobie, the superintendent. 

The inspection began at the boom. Here the work of 
the loggers, in sorting out the logs belonging to the com- 
pany, was watched with much interest, and Superintendent 
Stobie was plied with innumerable questions as to the 
nimble French Canadians who, armed with spiked shoes 
and pole, sprang nimbly from log to log, reading the marks 
instantly, and picking out those that belonged to the Hol- 
lingsworth & Whitney Company, all others being sent 
along down stream. Then the visitors slowly worked their 
way down stream to where the wood was being piled, after 
which the inspection of the mills proper was begun. 

The visitors were taken all through the mills in the 
order of manufacture, beginning at the wood preparing 
room with its great gang of saws, its barkers, splitters and 
chippers, then to the chip sorting room; the ground wood 
mill, the sulphite mill with its sulphurous smells and its 
long climb up 135 steps to the top of the upright conveyor 
that carries the chips up to the room over the top of the 
digesters, and then to the machine rooms, where the point 
of interest was the 158-inch machine, with its forty dryers 
The machine was running about as perfectly as any ma- 
chine could, making 300 feet a minute without a hitch of 
any kind. 

The finishing and stock rooms were next in order, and 
the big cutters and the clever work of the cutter girls 
had much attention. The printing department, with its 
complete stereotyping outfit, its composing room and its 
large press room, was also looked over, especial interest 
being displayed in a new press that has been running for 
about two weeks. It is for printing wrapping paper. It 
prints two colors at one operation, doing it at the rate of 
5,280 impressions an hour. 

Returning to the hotel dinner was had and the visit- 
ors, tired, but happy, were very willing to remain quiet 
in easy chairs until train time. Portland was reached in 
due time, and New York about 6 o’clock Sunday even- 
ing via the Portland boat. 


All the visitors were delighted with the trip. They 
were loud in their praises of the size and quality of the 
paper and pulp mills and their equipment, and there 
were heard many expressions of commendation at the 
éxtreme care taken by the company to keep its plant in 
the best possible condition, and to provide every means 
for securing the best possible results. 

There was plenty of improvised fun during the trip, and 
on Saturday evening, joined by a family of Philadelphia 
travelers, an entertainment was given in the Hall’s saloon, 
under the direction of “Andy” Heath, the program in- 
cluding singing, dancing and recitations, while on Sun- 
day afternoon a praise service was held in the same place, 
under the direction of A. Tubbs Heath, Esq., with A. H. 
Heath as precentor, W. A. Underhill, C. W. Williams and 
others loaning their voices for the occasion. “Josh” 
Mallilieu gave “pinochle” lessons on both boat and train, 
and in various ways the different individuals brought to the 
fore their leading specialties. 


The Spanish Paper Trade. 


There are twenty-seven paper factories in the province 
of Barcelona, with thirty-three vats and nine Picardo ma- 
chines; six of packing paper, with fourteen vats and four 
machines; twelve of cardboard, with fourteen vats and 
four machines; one of pasteboard, with one vat and vari- 
ous workshops for -coloring, stamping, ruling, &c., em- 
ploying 1,000 workmen. The principal centres of manu- 
facture are Cappellades, Lavid, San Pedro de Rindevilles, 
Gelida and Torre de Claramunt, which contain twenty- 
five manufactories, the others being scattered through the 
various other towns of the province. 

The materials which are employed are wood pulp, cot- 
ton rags and waste, the refuse of hempen ropes and others. 
The kind of paper principally exported is cream laid writ- 
ing paper. 

The manufacture of paper by hand is a Catalan industry, 
and the greater part of the factories are in Cappellades. 
There is also manufactured a kind of vellum from white 
thread waste and cotton rags, with a small proportion of 
hemp or esparto grass for the better consistency of the 
superior kind. It is exported in wooden boxes, or in 
packages of ten to twenty reams of 500 sheets each, the 
daily output in Catalonia being some 3,000 reams.

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THE MACHINISTS’ STRIKE. 


Machinists Leaving Watertown, N. Y., to Go to Other 
Places Where the Nine Hour Rule Is in Force—No 
Particular Change in Miami Valley. 


Watertown, N. Y., June 24, 1901.—Watertown ma- 
chinists are leaving this city for other places where the 
nine hour day is in force. Ten men have left for Tarry- 
town, N. Y., and Oil City, Pa., where they have obtained 
employment in nine hour shops. The local machinists 
have given no cause for complaint, havirg carried on the 
strike in a most orderly and gentlemanly manner, which 
cannot but be commended by the public, and, although 
as yet they have reached no agreement with the em- 
ployers, they are still confident of winning in the end. 

A committee from the Trades Assembly is making ar- 
rangements for a concert to be held in Washington Hall 
on July 2 for the benefit of the local machinists’ union. 
Some of the best local talent of Watertown has been en- 
gaged for the occasion. F, M. 





Progress of the Strike in the Miami Valley. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Dayton, Ohio, June 25, 1901.—International officers of 
the Machinists’ Association have been in the city the past 
week in an effort to straighten out the strike problem, 
but have made little success. Members of the State 
Board of Arbitration are still here, but it is practically 
useless for them to remain. Extra efforts were made this 
week to bring employer and employee together. All of 
the large shops have fair sized forces of machinists at 
work, and consider the strike May 20 for higher wages 
and a reduction of hours a mere incident. Some were 
willing to advance wages, but refused absolutely to recog- 
nize the union or any organization. 

In Hamilton the situation is more aggravated. The 
injunction obtained in Dayton has been bitterly fought in 
Butler County, and the outcome is speculative. However, 
the good order and peace of the community will be main- 
tained, despite the squabble in the Butler County courts 
over the “alleged high handed manner” in which the in- 
junction was obtained. An independent judge from Preble 
County will likely hear the suit to dissolve the injunction. 


The Black & Clawson Company has not been able to run 
a full force, but has held out determinedly. No trouble 
was anticipated either by workmen or proprietors, but the 
men followed the “bell sheep” upon pressure. 

The National Cash Register Works resumed in most 
departments with 1,800 employees, about 400 having failed 
to report, and since the opening of the plant discussions 
have been on relative to a settlement in the departments 
affected. This company conducts a large printing, adver- 
tising and editorial department, and President Patterson 
paid a compliment to the printers’ union, saying that if 
all organizations were composed of intelligent men, such 
as they are, there would be no trouble. He says the fac- 
tory has too many unions—possibly twenty-four—and that 
in the future he will give personal attention to labor con- 
tentions. He refuses to say whether the so-called philan- 
thropic features and social advantages of the company 
will be continued. M. V. 


FIRES IN PAPER MILLS. 


The Bradford Paper Company’s Plant Destroyed—That of 
the Mishawaka Paper and Pulp Com- 
pany Gutted. 


BRADFORD, Vt., June 24, 1901.—The entire plant of the 
Bradford Paper Company was destroyed by fire June 19, 
and a loss of $15,000 resulted. The property was insured 
for $5,5co. The mill was built in 1820. Recently it had 
been refitted. 


Fire at the Mishawaka Plant. 


MisHAWAKA, Ind., June 24, 1901.—The plant of the 
Mishawaka Paper and Pulp Company was guited by fire 
June 21. An immense amount of stock, finished and in 
process of manufacture, was destroyed, and the machinery 
was seriously damaged. Loss, $12,000 to $15,000. 





WatTeERTOWN, N. Y., June 24, 1901.—The Dexter Sul- 
phite Company had a little blaze in the blacksmith shop 
last Saturday. The large new pump and hose were tried 
for the first time, and proved very successful. No damage 
was done. F, M. 


FOREIGN NOTEs. 


The business carried on by Carl Hellriegel, fancy paper 
works, Berlin, Germany, has been converted into a public 
company, with a nominal capital of 760,000 marks. 


In the kingdom of Saxony there are 764 concerns con- 
nected with the paper trade, employing 17,711 male work- 
ers, or including women and children, 27,781 workers. 

The sulphite mills of Messrs. Gouraud, near Nantes, 
France, were recently destroyed by fire. It is reported that 
the annual output was about 10,000 tons, most of which 
was consumed locally. 


Dividends have been paid by German paper trade estab- 
lishments as follows: Union Stuttgart Verlags Gesell- 
schaft Stuttgart, 10 per cent. dividend, and 5 per cent. on 
the bonus coupons. The reserve fund has now reached 
the sum of 500,000 marks, 45 per cent. by the Fabrik 
Photographischer Papiere auf Aktien vormals Carl Chris- 
tensen. 


The Mackmyra Sulfit Aktiebolag, Mackmyra, and the 
Rydo Bruks and Fabriks Atkiebolag, Torup, both of 
Sweden, have appointed as their sole agents for France, 
Belgium, Holland and Spain, la Compagnie des Pates a 
papier Lorentzen and Gutzeit, of 17 rue de Surene, Paris, 
to whom paper makers in the countries mentioned are re- 
quested to pass their orders. 


According to the recently published statistics of the Ger- 
man Patent Office, there were received during 1900, 21,925 
applications for new patents, showing an increase of 845 
in comparison with the previous year. The augmentation 
notably includes patents referring to the electro, technical, 
lighting, printing and metallurgical industries. Patents 
granted during 1900 numbered 8,784, as against 7,430 in 
1889, and 5,570 in 1898. After the cancellation of nine- 
teen patents there remained still in force at the end of the 
year, 25,115 patents. Among the new applications 7,077 
came from abroad, mostly from the United States (1,734), 
France (1,307), Great Britain (1,034) and Austria-Hun- 
gary (1,029). The number of patents in force is contin- 
ually increasing. In 1900 the average life of a patent was 
47 years. From 1886 there are still 114 patents in exist- 
ence, but they will expire in the course of the present 
year.

In last week’s issue of THe Paper TrRAvE JOURNAL we 
printed the full text of the agreement between the Hol- 
yoke miil owners and their employees, with a comment cail- 
ing attention to its importance because of the tact that it 
probably would be used as a basis for mill operations at other 
points. ‘Lhat it has been so used is shown by our Hoiyoke 
correspondent this week, who chronicles the fact that the 
miils at Daiton, Mass., have notified their employees that 
the schedule of hours adop.ed in Holyoke will be put in 
foice in the Daiton mills on July 8, the date at which it 
will be made effective in Holyoke. This action oi the 
Dalton mill owners was entirely unsolicited on the part of 
the employees, to whom therefore the decision is ail the 
more pleasing. 

There have been rumors of strikes in other mill centres, 
but up to this writing they are unconfirmed. It is to be 
hoped that they will remain so, and that any difficulties, 
if there be any, will be settled in a businesslike way, 
and without resort to extreme measures. Up to date the 
paper manufacturing industry has lived up to the good 
reputation is established some time ago, and without doubt 


will continue so to do. 


High Speed Machines. 
Across the water there has been expressed at times some 
doubt as to the foundation for the claims of American 
paper machine builders that their work was able to run 
at 500 feet a minute. When the memoranda as to runs 
at this and higher speed have been produced they have 
been subjected to sneers and to all sorts of unfavorable 
comment, being dubbed “Yankee blow.” Notwithstand- 
ing all this machine builders here have continued to 
build high speed machines not oniy for the home market, 
but also for export. In fact, 500 feet a minute has not 
been the limit of speed, for at least one machine has 
established a record of 580 feet. 

Not only have the builders turned out machines able to 
run at high speed, but our machine tenders, &c., have 
shown their ability to handle such machines running at 
As against this is the statement of Mr.

their full speed. 
Turner, of Edward Lloyd’s Sittingbourne Mills. 
mill is a United States built machine, designed to make 
paper at 500 feet a minute. Mr. Turner, however, re- 
cently said that the best speed they had been able to de- 
velop was 400 feet. This, however, was not due to any 
fault in the machine, but rather to the fact that the men 
tending it could not handle it at its top gait.

These machines will be installed 
in a little while, and it will be both interesting and 

structive to watch their performance. The German paper 
and machine trades are progressive, and their departure in 


the line noted is only such as might be expected. 





Combinations in the Air. 

When manufactured products are not moving as actively 
as their producers desire, manufacturers are in a dissatis- 
fied frame of mind, and are then mostly amenable to the 
persuasive powers of the promoter. Before the recent 
boom in paper there were a number of combinations talked 
of, but with a largely increased demand for goods, interest 
in them fell off, and the promoter found that his occupa- 
tion, if not entirely gone, was at least in such a condition 
that it left him plenty of leisure time on his hands. 

As the “boom” in business passed away, the promoter 
saw his chance, and has been taking advantage of it, and 
the paper trade has been and is having a very fair share 
of his attention. 

The book combination, which at one time, some two 
years ago, was in a very fair way to become a thing of 
life, but which was put to sleep by active business, has 
been awakened and is again being talked of. This com- 
bination has for its object the consolidation of the leading 
book mills, making an all wood paper, and should it be 
successfully launched, the aggregation would be a controll- 
ing interest in the book market. The interests are some- 


what varied, however, and while conditions are now prob- 


ably more favorable in some respects than they were two 
years ago, there remains much missionary work to be done 
before the different operating companies can be induced to 
sink their individual indentity in one huge corporation. 

In the board line there are two distinct schemes before 


manufacturers. One seeks to bring together in one com- 


pany the leading board mills, while the other desires to 
do the same for the leading board mills and paper box 
factories, the company thus having within itself a depart- 
ment for the consumption of a portion of its own mill 


product. Neither of these projects, however, are yet fix- 


tures, nor has work on them progressed far enough to 
enable one to forecast the outcome. 

Then again there is a twine combination in process of 
formation, the mills that are being invited to step inside 
being those that run on soft fibre goods. This plan also 
is yet unfinished, and there is not any likelihood that it 
will have any definite outcome for a month or so. 


All in all the combination fever is nearly at its height. 


Eviden.ly somebody shook a sheet of American paper 
at the editor of Paper Making (English), for in his latest 
issue he talks as follows: 

“The fact is, we must confess that we cannot make 
such rubbish as they do across the Atlantic at any price. 
We don’t want to learn this species of trade either. 
When we want some extraordinary rubbish that will de- 
ceive every consumer, we hunt up a Yankee article at 
once. There are certain dealers who seem to like spe- 
cially poor quality goods. The common Yankee papers 
suit these buyers to a nicety. As a matter of fact, we 
want no cheaper goods in this country than are now 
being hawked around. All trades are suffering, and the 
next move will be a rigid search and inquiry tor some 
decent and respectable goods. We hope buyers will be- 
ware of Yankee goods all round. Before they have the 
presumption to imagine that they know anything about 
our trade, they should earn some higher respect for their 
own productions. At present they are absolutely at the 
bottom of the world’s produce, so far as reliable quality 
is concerned.” 

The “Doctor” seems to have been the victim of an un- 
usually severe bilious attack; but he is evidently recover- 
ing, for to the statement of a friend that “the best quality 
of note paper in use in Zanzibar is imported from Eng- 
land; the inferior qualities are imported from Germany,” 
he says: “While quite believing this, I don’t see why we 
should not do the whole trade in note paper.” Gracious! 
the fact that the “Doctor” admits that “inferior qualities” 
of anything could be made in England is somewhat stag- 


gering. 


The battlefield is not the only place where heroes are 
found. Frank Schwartz, an engineer in the Wayne paper 
mill, Hartford City, Ind., last week developed those quali- 
ties that distinguish a hero from his fellows. There was 
an explosion of oil in the boiler room of the mill, and 
though enveloped in flames and blinded with burns, 
Schwartz made his way to the whistle cord and blew the 
distress signal, bringing the mill employees from their 
homes and thereby saving the plant from probable de- 
struction by fire. Schwartz was so badly burned that he 
will probably die. 


This has been a week of light trade in the export busi- 
ness, so far as the shipping of paper was concerned, the 
exports for the week aggregating only $30,674, a small 
figure when compared with $92,849, the total for last week. 
Australia was out of the buying altogether. The largest 
purchaser was London, whose bill was $10,432, Liverpool 
being second with an account aggregating only $3,312.

News From THE MILLs. 


The Gilbert Paper Company, of Menasha, Wis., 1s pre- 
paring to shut its mill down for a week in order to rebuild 
its buikhead and make necessary repairs about the mill. 

Construction work has been commenced for the new 
electric trolley line from Appleton to Kaukauna, Wis., 
which the projectors expect to have in operation before 
winter. 

The C. W. Howard Company, of Menasha, Wis., has 
commenced the construction of a new blowpit in the sul- 
phite department of its mill. It expects this week to 
make the first test of its new acid cooling machine. 

The business of the Adams Paper Company, Wells 
River, Vt., has been recently sold to Edwin Crabtree & 
Sons, of Joliette, Que., who will in the future conduct 
the business under the name of the Adams Paper Com- 
pany as heretofore. 

William Bennett had the misfortune to have his right 
arm broken at the paper mill, South Glens Falls, N. Y., 
one day last week. He was on the floor at the time as- 
sisting in moving a large roll of paper. The roll slipped 
and fell on his arm. 

The Esleeck Manufacturing Company, Turner’s Falls, 
Mass., will make some extensive repairs in its mill, chang- 
ing over some of the paper machines, which are of Eng- 
lish style, into an American style, and making other im- 
provements about the mill. 

Work upon the construction of the new dam at Oconto 
Falls, which is to furnish power for the pulp mill to be 
constructed by the Volks Brothers, will be commenced 
this week. As soon afterward as is warranted by cir- 
cumstances the construction of the mill building will be 
undertaken. 

The annual shutdown of the Holyoke mills for repairs 
will take place the fore part of August, when the water will 
be drawn from the canals by the Holyoke Water Power 
Company. There will some minor repairs be made upon 
all of the mills, but no announcement is made as yet of 
any extensive alterations or changes. 

There is a report that the pulp mills at Spring City, 
Pa., are about to be put into shape, either for paper making 
or something else, and started up. Senator W. P. Snyder, 
Alfred Miller and a number of other gentlemen made an 
inspection of the mill last week, and it is said that Mow- 
rey, Latshaw & Co., who have used part of the building 


for storage purposes, have been ordered to vacate. The 
mill has been idle several years. 

Work on the new filtering plant at the pulp mills in 
Elkion, Md., owned by the Kensmore Pulp and Paper 
Company, has about been completed, and is now in work- 
ing operaticn. Water is being pumped from the Elk 
Creek and fi.t.ied Lefore being used ini the mill. It is 
expected thai it wili not be necessary in the future to close 
down the mill on account of the muddy condition of the 
water in the creek, which usually follows a heavy rain. 

The Latrobe paper mills, Latrobe, Pa., are to be en- 
larged, and the new owner will be known as the Peters 
Paper Company. The plans have been drawn and the 
erection of the new plant will be commenced at once. It 
will be thoroughly equipped and a new machine, with a 
capacity of 20 tons daily, will be installed. The capacity 
of the mill will then be 36 tons daily. About 100 men will 
find employment in the new concern, and a number of 
houses will be built where the mills are located. 

Boston gentlemen who contemplate the establishment of 
a pulp mill in Maine, were in Ellsworth last week looking 
for a desirable location. They have options on the Hop- 
kins and Hall dams on Union River, and on timber land in 
the vicinity. The same parties have been looking at the 
Pope, Harris & Co. property, at East Machias. On this 
property, which includes two good mill privileges, and 60,- 
ooo acres of timberland, A. W. King, Dr. A. C. Hagerthy 
and J. T. Giles, of Ellsworth, have an option, and will un- 
doubtedly buy. Whether or not they will sell to the pulp 
mill men is another matter. 


Cheney Brothers have bought the Union Mill, Man- 
chester, Conn., from M. S. Chapman. The purchase in- 
cludes the water privileges of the Keeney paper mill, which 
Mr. Chapman bought only this week. The firm will use 
both privileges for the development of an electric power 
station, the power to be transmitted to South Manchester 
and utilized in running the new velvet mills. The station 
will be built on the site of the Keeney paper mill, which 
was burned a short time ago. The Union Mill has been 
in Mr. Chapman’s possession only about six months. 
Cheney Brothers already owned the water privilege be- 
tween Oakland and the Union pond. Now they control 
the two privileges below. The buildings go with the sale 
of the Union property, but they were hardly considered in 
the deal. Several acres of land also go with the pur- 
chase. Electrical engineers will be set to work immediately 
to determine the possibilities of the water power and how 
it can be used to best advantage. 


The Northern Tissue Company’s Mill. 


[FROM OUR RECULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

AppLeton, Wis., June 24, 1901.—The plans for the mill 
and machinery of the Northern Tissue Paper Company, of 
Green Bay, Wis., have been completed by C. B. Pride, of 
Appleton, and contractors are now making up their esti- 
mates on the work, which is soon to be awarded. As 
shown by the plans there will be three principal buildings: 
the boiler house, steam engine building and main building, 
containing the machine and beaters. The buildings will be 
of stone and brick, two stories high, including the high 
basement. The boiler house will be 50x36 feet, with two 
Cook’s upright water tube boilers of 150 horse power 
each. The steam engine building will be 20x64 feet, and 
will contain a compound Corliss engine. The main build- 
ing will be 64x160 feet, which will be large enough for two 
paper machines and supplemental machinery. For the 
present one paper machine and two beating engines will 
be put in. Oscar Byrnes, formerly superintendent of the 
Kimberly mill of the Kimberly & Clark Company, will 
have the supervision of the construction work for the

The Klimsch Apparatus for Making Long Stapled Wood 
Pulp—Trade Mark for Insulating 
Papers. 








Josef Oskar Klimsch, of Vienna, Austria-Hungary, has 
been granted United States patent No. 676,680 for an 
apparatus for the manufacture of long stapled wood pulp. 
The device is herewith illustrated. 

Fig. 1 is an elevation of a disintegrator with four feed- 
ing presses f, in which the wood is advanced to the 
grinding surface with the assistance of rack and pinion 
mechanism k, opcrated by an endless chain h. The wood 
a to be ground is fed into this machine with the fibres 
in the direction of rotation of the grinder, which is pro- 
vided with disintegrating knives c at one, two or three 
points on its active surface. These knives ¢ may be at- 
tached in any suitable manner—as, for example, by means 
of bearings m, having ears n, that are adjustably connect- 
ed with plates d, screwed to plates e, Fig. 1, such as are 
commorly used for mounting the grinder 6. Fig. 2 is 
a side elevation of the same disintegrator. Fig. 3 is a 
section of a head or flat grinder. In this construciion 
there are two disintegrating knives c, the edges and points 
of which act on the wood in the direction of the fibre 
on the blocks a, being pressed downward. Instead of 





arranging the wocd in the direction of the fibres, as in 
Fig. 3, it can be arranged transverse!y with regard to the 
direction of motion cf the flat grinding surface. In this 
case, however, the length of the disintegrating tools must 
be provided with edges and corners or points. Such cut- 
ters provided with edges in the direction of their length 
do net properly exercise a disintegrating effect, but only 
a squeezing action in the direction of the fibres. These 
squeeze cutters or points may therefore be arranged to 
move and rotate as rollers, Fig. 10. In a special ar- 
rangement of a flat grinding machine the grinding sur- 
face and the disintegrating knife are fixed, and the feed 
press is moved backward and forward by any suitable 
mechanism, thus preducing the same effect as is produced 
by the inverse arrangement shown in Figs. 1 and 3 

The operation takes place with water injection in the

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existing grinding apparatus may be provided with the 
new arrangement of cutters or other constructions of dis- 
integrators may, of course, be designed on the principle 
of the double action, first, having regard to the disinte- 
grating tools, and, secondly, to the simultaneous grind- 
ing action of the grinding surfaces as such. 

The knives or cutters c are removably or exchangeably 
set in metal linings or bearings m and are firmly retained 
therein by a dovetail connection or engagement of the 
one part with the other, the said metal lining being let 
into the grinding surface. It is preferable to so construct 
and arrange the metal lining or bearing m that it may 
be moved upward for adjustment of the cutter when the 
same becomes worn. This may be accomplished in vari- 
ous ways—as, for instance, by providing said lining m 
with ears n, that are adjustably connected, by means of 
bolts 0, with slots p in the clamping plates d, which are 
screwed to the plates e, as before described. By loosen- 
ing the bolts o any required adjustment can be readily 
imparted to the cutters.

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CEMENT CONCRETE. 


Uses for It Growing More Numerous—Concrete for 
Foundations—Selection of Proper Materials 
—Various Kinds of Cements. 





By Sanrorp E. THompson, Assoc. M. Am. Soc. C. E. 





An article on the subject of cement concrete may ap- 
pear out of place in a periodical devoted exclusively to 
the paper making industry, and yet almost every man- 
ager or superintendent of a paper or pulp mill has occa- 
sional jobs of repair or construction on a small scale 
which require the use of concrete, or where concrete 
might advantageously be substituted either for less dur- 
able or for more expensive materials. If a large amount 
of new construction is to be undertaken by one who 
is inexperienced in this class of work, of course an engi- 
neer should be consulted, not only to obtain the proper 
quality of work for the required location, but to insure 
the selection of materials which will give the greatest 
strength for the minimum cost. This article is intended 
to apply merely to occasional jobs which are liable to 
require attention around an ordinary mill. 

The uses for cement concrete are growing more numer- 
ous every day. In Europe, where the winters are less 
severe, and therefore the action of frost of small account, 
concrete has played an important part in building con- 
struction for a great many years, but in this couutry until 
a comparatively recent date it has been generally rele- 
gated to underground foundations. Of course this is still, 
and probably always will be, the class of work most de- 
pendent upon this material, but gradually engineers and 
architects are coming to employ it for many parts in the 
superstructure of buildings, and especially also in the con- 
struction of tunnels and subways, where oftentimes con- 
crete is the principal material used for the permanent 
work. In mill construction cement concrete is univer- 
sally used for a part or the whole of the foundations for 
machines where the greatest strength and durability are 
required, and it often as well takes the place of the stone 
masonry in wall foundations, the wheel pit work and the 
canal walls. It has come to be largely a question of first 
cost of the material in the particular locality as to 
whether stone masonry or concrete is most advantageous 
to use. The floors and even walls and the roof are oc- 
casionally built of this material. In addition to these 
large items of construction, concrete is often and might 
well oftener be used for the foundations of fan pumps and 
other small machines. In many cases of this character it 
is advisable to bed timbers on the top of the concrete for 
convenience in locating and lining up the machines. 

Concrete floors in the basements of mills are a practical 
necessity, if cleanliness and health are considered. Often- 
times a concrete floor as laid has no provision for the 
drainage of the ground water which in some kinds of soils 
will flow under it; the floor of an unheated building may 
be laid wtih no protection against the action of frost 
in the ground below it, and even where the conditions 
of the soil are favorable, the conerete is sometimes so 

poorly laid that it quickly disintegrates with the use of 
“hose, brooms and shovels. Sidewalks in our larger cities 
are now being built very largely of Portland cement con- 
crete, and they are found, when properly put down, to 
withstand the action of intense frost as well as the wear 
and tear due to the constant travel of a business street. 
Ground floors in the interior of buildings are occasionally 
laid by the same methods and with as much care as is 
employed in sidewalk construction, but this is the excep- 
tion ‘rather than the rule. This subject is so important 
that it will be taken up in a separate article, and the meth- 
ods employed will be described in detail. 

Concrete for foundations may be placed upon any soil 
suitable for brick or stone masonry, and in many places 
where it would be unsafe to employ either of these. Where 
the ground is soft and wet it is sometimes sufficient to 
merely increase the area of the base covered by the con- 
crete. In other cases bearing piles may be necessary to 
support the foundation, or sheet piling may have to be 
used to prevent the earth from being forced from under 
by the pressure. It is not, however, within the province 
of this article to discuss special cases of this kind, as each 
situation has to be carefully studied by itself. The cases 
where it is necessary to give any thought to the soil upon 
which the concrete is laid in reality are rare, since under 
ordinary conditions no trouble will be experienced pro- 
vided the excavation is carried below frost line. Where 
concrete has to be laid under water, great care must be 
exercised in placing it, as will be described farther on, and 
only the very best of Portland cement should be used. 
In freezing weather concrete should never be laid unless it 
is absolutely necessary. Frost prevents the natural ce- 
ments from setting. The mortar or concrete will often 


crust over slightly on the outside, but beneath this the 
stuff will have only slightly more cohesion than compact 
earth and can be readily loosened with the pick, or even a 
much less powerful instrument, long after it has been laid. 


Various remedies have been proposed, and are often ad- 
vocated for preventing this injury, such as heating the 
water and mixing salt with the mortar, but while these 
methods may be of some slight advantage, they are of but 
very little real value. Portland cement concrete may be 
laid in winter, using the proper precautions, with better 
results; the frost affects this to a certain extent, however, 
so that important work should not be carried on even with 
this. 

The selection of the proper materials for use in concrete 
is an exceedingly important matter. The cements most 
used in this country are classified as natural cements and 
Portland cements. The natural cements most used in the 
East are the various Rosendale brands. Farther West 
they are variously designated as Akron, Louisville and 
Hydraulic Rock cement. Until within a comparatively few 
years all Portland cement was imported from Europe, 
chiefly from England and Germany, and only very recently 
have the American Portland cements been advanced to the 
standard of excellence which warrants their being placed 
in work of importance. At the present day, however, there 
are produced American Portland cements that are consid- 
ered equal to the best brands of foreign cements. From 
a practical standpoint the chief difference between the 
natural cements and Portland cements is that the former 
harden more slowly than the latter, have a lower tensile 
and compressive strength, and cannot be used with safety 
in wet places. In color the Portland cements are a light 
gray, and the natural cements a brown or brownish yel- 
low, the color of the latter varying with the locality of the 
quarries from which the rock for the manufacture of the 
cement is taken. Portland cements weigh 375 to 380 
pounds net per barrel, while Eastern natural cements weigh 
300 pounds, and Western natural cements about 265 
pounds net per barrel. 

Authorities differ as to the relative value of broken 
stone and gravel for use in the concrete, but either will 
give satisfactory results if of the proper quality. If 
broken stone is selected, it may be used directly as it 
comes from the crusher, although the large stones should 
be either picked out or screened out. The sizes of the 
stones are usually limited to 2% inches in their largest 
dimensions. Better concrete can be made if the fine par- 
ticles and dust are left in the stone than if they are 
screened out, although a great many engineers still ad- 
vocate the process of screening into separate sizes. 
Where gravel is used instead of broken stone, or in con- 
nection with the broken stone, the chief requisite is that 
it shall he clean, i. e., free from clay or loam. A gravel 
bank differs so much in character in different parts that 
it is generally best to screen out the sand before measur- 
ing it, although banks of gravel may sometimes be found 
where the proportions are uniform enough to permit its 
being mixed directly with the cement without screening, 
and with no extra sand. Large stones, say over 2% or 
3 inches in diameter, should be picked out, although even 
these are no great objection if care is taken when laying 
to see that they are thoroughly imbedded in the miass. 

The sand should be preferably coarse, and it should 
be entirely free from ciay or loam. Clean sand can be 
distinguished by rubbing a small amount of it in the palm 
of the hand If it is clean, it will but slightly soil the 
palm. 

In works of engineering construction where a large 
mass of concrete is to be laid, the selection of the proper 
proportions for the broken stone or gravel, the sand and 
the cement is very important, because for the greatest 
economy in the use of cement a mortar made from a mix- 
ture of sand and cement should but slightly more than fill 
the voids of the broken stone or gravel. In small jobs, 
where a slight saving in cement does not cut so large a 
figure, it is usually sufficient to arbitrarily select the pro- 
portions to use.

Paper Makers Buy Wood Limits. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, June 24, 1901.—Word from Hartford City 
and Anderson, Ind., is to the effect that the Diamond 
Paper Company of the latter place, and the Hartford City 
Paper Company, of the first mentioned town, have pur- 
chased the wood limits of 70,000 acres of land on the Man- 
itoulin Island, Georgian Bay, Canada, which is the prop- 
erty of England. The consideration was doubtless large, 
but not as great as reported, figures placing the purchase 
price in the millions. The shipment of wood to Indiana 
and this section of Ohio has begun, several hundred car- 
loads having already been consigned to this paper produc- 
ing section. To those who have made the trip around the 
great Manitoulin Island of the Georgian Bay, the fact will 
be apparent that the supply of pulp timber is almost in- 
exhaustible. A full description of the islands in these 
columns, detailing resources, &c., several years ago, led to 
an investigation, which only recently resulted in the ac- 
quirement of property by paper mill men. The purchase of 
a certain acreage from the Crown has already been men- 
tioned in THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. M. V.

Market for Blotting Paper in Germany. 


United States Consul Kehl, writing from Stettin under 
date of May 10, speaks of the blotting paper market in 
Germany as follows: 

“American blotting paper has won admiration of all 
who have used it, and if proper business methods were 
adopted an extensive trade in this article could be built 
up here. To acquire this market [ would suggest that 
instead of printing American trade terms on the samples, 
the metric system of weights and measures be used. Be- 
fore me are samples of 19x24 inches, 120 pounds, 500 
sheets to the ream, American blotting paper. If these 
samples were so labeled that every German printer or 
stationer could easily understand them, I am. confident 
that considerable business would result. 

“The following form, in German, is suggested: 

“Lésch Papier, Muster AAt. 

“Lange, 60 ctm. 

“Breite, 48 ctm. 

“Netto Gewicht von 500 Bogen, 54 kilo. 

“Farbe nach Belieben. 

“Preiss pro kilo, inclusiv packung und frei an Bord 
Schiff, New York. 

“Samples of white, red, buff, gray and pink of each 
weight should be sent. 

“The German import duty on blotting paper is about 
I-10 cents per pound, or 10 marks ($2.38), per 100 kilo- 
grams (220.46 pounds). If packed in cases, a tare of 14 
per cent. of gross weight is allowed; if in bales, 6 per cent. 

“German blotting paper sells at from 60 to 70 pfennings 
(14.2 to 16.6 cents) per kilogram (2.2046 pounds). Com- 
pared with the American make of the same thickness, the 
German article is considerably heavier. This is due to 
the liberal use of chalk.” 


Brown Brothers Purchase Antioch Paper Mills. 

Antiocu, Cal., June 24, 19001.—Brown Brothers, of Cor- 
ralitos, Santa Cruz County, have bought the Antioch Pa- 
per Mills. They have been negotiating for the plant cver 
since it was closed down about a year ago. At that time 
they offered $10,000 for the property, but the owner asked 
$17,000. The price paid was probably something between 
these figures.

PAPER.—The hot weather is having its well-known 
effect on the demand for paper. Practically all grades 
suffer, owing to the general listlessness of trade. The job- 
bing houses, including those that have been quite busy, are 
handling less paper than they were. The depression, how- 
ever, is noticed most by the agents of the mills making 
the cheaper grades of Books, Manilas and Writings. These 
men say that buyers cannot be induced to order just now. 
Many of the jobbers take stock the 1st of July, and, of 
course, are unwilling to place orders until that task is out 
of the way. Others, and there are many of them, will not 
order now for the reason that prices, in their opinion, are 
to be lower next month. In view of the unwillingness of 
buyers to place orders the cutting of prices to force sales, 
which is reported, does no good. The trade in Manilas 
continues to hold up pretty well. Most of the jobbers 
acknowledge that business is getting a bit quiet, but that 
a fair seasonable amount is being done. The houses 
handling Book and Writings are not doing much. Some 
orders for the better grades are being received, but the 
cheaper grades of both Book and Writings are weak and 
in poor demand. From reports it appears that the fine 
grade writing mills have a good supply of orders ahead. 
Rush orders for first-class papers are hard to place. Quo- 
tations on all kinds of cheap papers are low and unsteady. 
News paper is not active. This is to be expected, as at 
this season there are no big contracts to be competed for. 
No. 1 Sheets sell at 2%4c. in good sized lots, while No. 
1 News in rolls is quoted at 2.20c. Other grades in rolls 
that are “warranted first class” sell as low as 2.10c. de- 
livered in New York. The Board market is the despair of 
all the men in it, owing to the low prices brought about 
Ly the severe competition. We quote:

Making Xylotite Wares. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, June 24, 1901.—An industry which had 
its origin in a Dayton paper mill, viz., the making of arti- 
cles by a process of compression of straw and other mate- 
rials, is gradually expanding. The Xylotite Manufactur- 
ing Company has been formed by a party of valley capi- 
talists for the manufacture of pulleys from a fibrous com- 
position known as xylotite, the invention of G. E. Shaw. 

A test made by a Hamilton concern shows the xylotite 
pulley to have a carrying power 90 per cent. greater than 
the wood pulley, and much greater than the iron pulley 
The company is well officered, and has arranged for the 
establishment of a large factory in Cincinnati. The offi- 
cers are: John H. Hibber, president; George H. Swift, 
vice-president and general manager; W. J. Overbeck, sec- 
retary; Capt. J. D. Parker, treasurer; William Wagly. 
George E. Shaw, F. X. Purd, John A. Hosbrook and A. 
B. Thrasher, directors. The capital stock of the company 
is $150,000. A company was recently formed here for the 
manufacture of bath tubs, boats, &c., from xylotite, ex- 
periments having been conducted upon a liberal scale.
